WATER PEARL FURNISHES A LESSON. 

“One of tlie features of lin> lliorongiilired season 
has iiee?i Hie pviTonnance of llie two year old colt 
Muter UiMil, ’ s:iys tile Horse Review. "He lias 
won six stake races and his winnings reach the 
enonnous sum of $42,.‘i60, despite the fact that he 
got ofi early in tlie season and was unable to com- 
l»ele In many of ills rieliest engagements. He is 
by many turfmen considered the t«*st C(dt of tlie 
year, not even Iwirriiig Salvidere or Eleetioneer. 

“Tlies<* facts are interesting, biit not so interest- 
ing as is the rjuiiarkable hreeiUiig of this remark- 
able e«dt. He was siiaxl liy Watercress, and Ills 
dam is Pearl A’., wlio was by Salvator, out of 
Firenze. Salvator is generally regarded as the 
gri-atest raeeiiorse, and Firenze as the greatest 
race mare, in modern .Amerieau thoroughbred his- 
loiy. Salvator won .sixteen ra<-es and $120,120, and 
Firenze forty -seven races and $llC.ir>C. Both were 
owneil hy one man. Mr. J. B. Ilaggin, and wlien 
they were retired tliey were mate<l. I’earl V. was 
tlieir seeoiid joint pnsliice. Ih'sides her Firenze 
foaled s<*veral limes inoi-e to the covers of Salvator 
and of other liorses, liefore her death at a eompara- 
llvely early age. None of her |>ro<Iuee — of wlileli 
iiiindi was e.\|Ko-led provisl great raeehnrses. al- 
though several <if them, including Pearl V., were 
wliiuers. For some Inexjilleable reason they seemed 



unable to apprrmeh the achievements of their mighty 
dam, and witli tills as a text, those erities wlio are 
opposed to llic ‘develois'd dam’ Uieis-y of l»re«Mllpg 
gave fn>e rein to Ihelr sarejisins and satires. But, 
wliile Firenze's foals failed as great racers, tliey 
are breeding on wltli marked success. I’earl V. 
has three sisters and half sisters that have pro- 
duced notable winners, although young in the stud, 
while she ha.s herself, previous to AVater Pearl, 
pro<lueed Sir V'oorhies, a stake winner at two, and 
Rapidus, a e»insistent winner for three season.s. 

“Tliere is a lesson in this wliieh will not lie lost 
on those students of breeding who aspire to not 
merely skim the surface of their subject, hut con- 
seientiously endeavor to ()enetrate Its depths. It 
is the lesson of the inevltalde potency, at the stud, 
of the hloo<l of the greatest turf performers. It 
ma.v- n-ot Immediately demonstrate itself in the first 
generation, but, to use the homely simile, like cream 
It Is iKiund, ultimately, to rise to the top.'’ 

FOREIGN TURF TOPICS. 

There Is a new jockey idol in England. He is 
Frank AV«x>tton, aged thirteen, sob of R. Wootton 
of .Australia. Tlie hid and his father have lieen in 
England Imt a sliort while. 'The father is the 
owner of stiiiie gtssl horses. He has lieen identified 
wlIU Hie turf for a number of .years, racing in 
.Australia und Snutli .Africa. The Isvy lias lieeu 
carefully taught, but had never ridden a winner 
until he reached England. 'The English papers are 
full of praise for him. He has won a mimber of 
Important races the past thirty days. His father 
has already been offered flattering inducements from 
several of the principal estalillshmeiifs for his 
services next season, hut lie lias declined them all. 
Tlie Lomlon .S|wrliiig Life .says of the youngster: 
''W<iotton Is amdher .lolinny Reiff, and isissihly an 
iniprorement on that liftle American wmsler. He 
rides like a .Tohiiny ^Isliorne and a Fred Arelier 
eoinhiued. He is unassuming and, if all g(S‘s well 
with him, IcHiks like making a great name fia* 
himself.” 

‘”Tbftrc are supposed, fo be no ‘bookmakers,’ bnt 
you may call them what you like; there are plenty 
of 'fielders’ In Paris wfio do a big starting price 
linslivess, and they liave agents at nearly every 
••afe,” says an English racing critic writing from 
Paris. ''ftf eonrse, this business is done in de- 
tiiinep of the law, luit tlie poili-e are very tolerant 
so hsig as tliere are no eoniphiints.” 

The tirand (TIferion Beige, the prineiiml tw<v 
.vear-old ra«* of the j'e«r at Brussels, was won hy 
La Neva, a filly, li.v Master of tlie Horse, out of 
Laily Nirhsdale, owned l>y .Mr. (ieorge .Asiimaii. 'riip 
distance was a mile and lot yards, so that Hie filly’s 
staying jiowers were put to the test, and slie came 
tlirough the ordeal with flying colors. 

At the sole of the Comte de Pels’ horses in Paris, 
Hip Belgian owner, M. F. Brugniahn, gave .$7,ld0 
for Hymer, a llm’e-.veap-old colt h.v Flying Fox. out 
of .Amnistie. This horse won the Prix dn Troeadero 
last .May at laingehamps, and also scored at Vleliy.
